WEAUDS IN THE SOUTHERN FEDERAL OFFICES. 
The house committee appointed to investi- 
fate the alleged fraudulency on the part of the 
federal court officials in certain southern 
States leave here tomorrow night. The com- 
mittee cousists of Messrs. Thompson, of Ohio; 
Oates, of Alabama, and McCormick, of Penn- 
Sylvania. Their first session will be held in 
Atlanta on Saturday. They are to particularly 
inquire into the conduct of the commissioners 
and marshals, the charges having been made 
that innocent parties were often arrested on 
trumped up charges, in order that ofticers and 
witnesses inav get fees. Reports have been 
made tothe department of such frauds upon 
the government at various places in Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi and North Carolina, and 
the committee expects to unearth some 
bold schemes for obtaining money 
fraudulently from the government. They will 
examine witnesses in Atlanta Saturday, and if 
necessary, will remain there two or three days. 
Then they go to Montgomery, and from there 
to Jackson, Miss. In Alabama, the most glar- 
ing schemes of robbery have been reported to 
the effect that officials and a gang of profes- 
sional witnesses have formed a trust, so to 
speak. They make charges against persons 
ng cutting timber from government lands. 
@ charges are not often proven, but still the 
officials and witnesses get their fees. Colonel 
Oates says he expecis some startling exposures 
of fraud and corruption. E. W. B.

THE SILVER BILL, 


As Agreed Upon by the Republicans of Con- 
- gress. 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—The republicans of 
the house and senate have again agreed upon 
a basis for the preparation of a silver bill. The 
agreement is in harmony with the measure 
adopted by the senate caucus committee, with 
one important amendment. The following is 
the full text of the bill as agreed upon: 

That the secretary of the treasury is hereby di 
réeted to purchase, from time to time, silver 
bullion to an aggregate amount of 4,500,000 ounccs 
of free siiver in'each month, at the market price 
thereof, nut exceeding $1 for three hundred and 
Seventy-one and twenty-five one- hundredths 
grains of pure silver, and to issue in —— for 
such purchases of silver and gold bullion treasury 
notes of the United States, to be prepared by the 
secretary of the treasury, in such form and of euch 
denomination—not desas than $1 nor more than 
$1,000—as he may prescribe, and a sum sufficient 
tocarry into etiect the provisions of this act 
ishereby appropriated ont of any money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Section 2. That treasury notes issued in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this act shall be 
redeemabie upon demand, im lawful. money of the 
United States, at the treasury of the United 
States, orat the office of any assistant treasurer 
of the United States, and when so redeemed, may 
be re 8 ued, but no greater or less amount of such 
notes shall be outstanding at any t:me than the 
cost of the silver bullion then he!d in the treasury, 
purchased by such notes; provided that upon de- 
tnand of the helder of any of the treasury notes 
herein provided for, the :e:retary of the treasury 
may, in his discretion, and undersuch regula- 
tions as he may prescribe, exchange for such notes 
an amount of silver bullion which shall be equal 
in va'ue at the market price thereof on the day of 
exchange to the amount of such notes. 

Section 3. That the secretary of the treasury 
Shall coin such portion of silver bullion purchased 
under the provisions of the act as may be neces- 
sary to provide four the redemption of treasury 
notes herein provided for, andany ain or senior- 
aye arising from such coinage shall be accounted 
for and paid into the treasury. 

Section 4. That silver bullion purchased under 
the provisions of this act shall be subject to the 
requirements of existing law and regulations 
of the mint service governing the methods of de- 
termining the amount of pure silver contained, 
and the «mount of charges or deductions, if any, 
to be made, 

Section 5. That so much of the act of February 
28, 1878, entitied “An act to authorize the coinage 
of the standard silver dollar, and to restore its 
legal tender character,” as requires the monthly 
stage and coinage of the same into silver dol- 

ars, of not less than $2,000,000 nor more than 
£4,000,000 of silver bullion, is hereby repealed. 

Section 6. That this act shall take effect thirty 
days from and after its passage. 

Senator Teller, of the senate sub-committee, 
did not agree with his associates in the con- 
clusions they reached, but they were adopted 
by the full committee of thirteen, with his 
single dissenting vote. Speaking of the mat- 
ter later, Senator Teller said he had announced 
his purpose not to support a bill that gave to 
the secretary of the treasury the option of re- 
deeming certificates in bullion, and he would 
not do so. He would, for himself, he said, 
make an effort to secure free silver coinage. 
Failing in that, he would accept the next best 
thing he could get. When the matter came 
up in the senate for action, he said he would 
move to make certificates a legal tender. 


MR. BLAINE EXPLAINS 


His Action in Recalling the Pan-American 
Excursion Train. 

Wasnineron, April 23.—By direction of 
Secretary Blaine, the following message has 
been sent to the various committees in the 
south that had prepared to entertain the dele- 
gates to the international American confer- 
ence: 

The secretary of state desires to express lis re- 
gret that the southern excursion of the inter- 
national Aiterican conference had to be aban- 
doned, but there wouid have only been one foreign 
delegate in the party after leaving Richmond, and 
a great uncertainty whether the others would join 
later. He thanks you sincerely for the hospitality 
youextended to them, and the trouble you have 
taken to arrange for their entertainment, and 
hope that you xg a ae the circumstances and 
reasons by which he is governed. 

Replies have been received from Mayor J. 
D. Bryan and 8. Y. Tupper, of Charieston, 8. 
C.; C. H. Goodyear, of Brunswick, Ga. ; and 
liobert Bleakley, secretary of the New Orleans 
chamber of commerce, expressing regret at the 
failure of the excursion and appreciation of 
the circumstances which compelled the aban- 
donment. 


THE PASTOR SUSPENDED. 


tev. W. A. Harrison and Two of His Elders 
Suspended. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., April 23.—Rev. W. A. 
Harrison, for many years pastor of the Third 
Presbyterian church in this city, has just been 
suspended from the ministry and’ pastorate 
relations dissolved. Two of his elders are also 
suspended. This action on the part of the 
Presbytery iscaused by the refusal of the pas- 
tor and the elders to submit to the authority of 
the Presbytery for some years past, but to act 
independently of it. The church is one of the 
largest.and richest in the southern assembly 
and much excitement exists over the case. 


A Dance at the White House. 

Wasnineton, April 23.—Crash was laid on 
the floor of the east room this afternoon, and 
tonight several hundred of the younger ele- 
ment of Washington society danced for three 
hours or more in the white house. The invi- 
tations were issuedin the name of Mrs. Mc- 
Kee, the president’s daughter, and the ac- 
ceptances were very general. The east room 
was handsomely decorated for the occasion 
with plants and cut flowers. String pieces of 
the marine band furnished music. The entire 
lower floor of the white house was thrown 
open, and many of the guests, not caring to 
dance, spent the time in promenading, and an 
clegant coHation was served in the dining 
room.

He was accompanied by David 
Tooker and Horace Day, aged respectively, 
fourteen and thirteen years, he having invited 
them to go with him. The boys were ina sail 
boat. When near shore the boat was capsized 
by asquall. Tooker and Day were drowned. 
Conner clung to the boat, which drifted to 
shore. He was rescued and taken back to 
town, in an almost exhausted and insensible 
condition, 


Explosion at Powder Mills. 


MARQUETTE, Mich., April.23.—The mill of 
the Anthony Powder company, at Negaunee, 
caught fire last evening and blew up shortly 
after nine o’clock, shocking the whole of Mar- 
quette county. Twenty minutes later there 
was another heavy explosion of ‘tapryed thrown 
out by the first. he shock in this city, eleven 
miles distant, was severe, while in Negaunee 
store fronts were blownin. No one was killed;

IT WAS KELLY'S TURN! 


TO BE SHOWN UP AS THE LEADING 
LIAR, 


DEBATE IN THE HOUSE YESTERDAY. 


Kelly, of Kansas, Waves the Bloody Shirt, 
but the Democrats Prove That His 
Assertions Are Falsehoods. 


Wasuineton, April 2%.—[(Special.]—The 
day in the house was given up to the bloody 
shirt bitterness, and partisanry ruled, and 

t 
was interesting in the extreme. Kelly, of 
Kansas, got the floor. He attempted to rival 
Billy Chandler in bloodyshirtism, He started 
out with the assertion that the democratic 
party in the south was a band of ballot box 
stuffers and political murderers, and then at- 
tempted to prove it. He first cited the case of 
the negro W. T. Finley, in Abbeville, S. C., 
and read a statement purporting to be from 
him to the effect that he had been beaten with 
clubs and sticks by a crowd of men led by Rep- 
resentative Cothran's son, simply because he 
was an applicant for the postoffice at that 
place. His leg was broken and he narrowly 
escaped with his life. 

|U pon being closely questioned by Mr. Enloe,of 
Tennessee, Kelly acknowledged that he wrote 
the letter himself, but that Finley had made 
the statements contained therein. This created 
great amusement. 

Judge Cothran proved this to be false, and 
showed the negro was not beaten, but was 
chased by acrowd for making a groundless 
charge against ahighly respectable gady of 
Abbeville, and that, while running away from 
the crowd of boys. fell into a railroad cut, and 
broke his leg. He was not touched by one of 
the crowd, but when they found he had broken 
his leg they cared for him, and paid his doc 
tor’s bills. 

Kelly then attacked Mississippi, and then 
Arkansasin the same strain and read innu- 
merable newspaper extracts. 

KELLY SHOWN UP. 

Mr. Rogers, of Arkansas, came back at him 
and showed him up as very much of a political 
scoundrel, a rank partisan and wholesale liar. 
He showed where even republicans had de- 
nounced him for his utterances in Fort Smith, 
Ark., on last Memorial day, in which he at- 
tacked the people of the south just as he did 
today. Mr. Rogers then cited outrages and 
murders in Kansas almost without end, where 
the guilty parties had never been punished. 
His denunciation of Kelly were simply 
fearful, but everything he said was 
true, and Kelly had to grin and silently ac- 
knowledge himself the all-around blackguard 
that he was proven to be. 

Other democrats then scored him some 
heavy blows. During Mr. Rogers’s speech he 
had referred to the stealing of Judge Cate’s 
seat for the purpose of bringing in Feather- 
ston, who had no shadow of right to it. 

FEATHERSTON’S SLANDERS, 

Featherston was pushed to the front by the 
republicans to reply, and in his speech he 
practically threw off his lion’s skin of alliance 
independentism and displayed the asinine 
republican. He denounced the demo- 
crats of Arkansas roundly as _ political 
thieves and murderers. He claimed the present 
governor was not elected. He got in, he said, 
through ballot-vox stuffing, Combined with the 
suppression of votes, with the Winchester 
and through republican fear of assassination. 
He said the condition in Arkansas was a dis- 
grace to the governrsent, and, indeed, he de- 
famed his own state and abused its people 
roundly. .Such a man is a disgrace to the 
farmers, whom he claims to represent, and to 
the entire state. John Allen made another 
good speech, showing up the methods of the 
postofiice department. Indeed the democrats 
came out decidedly on top today. .E. W. B. 

Other Business in the House, 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Mr. Harmer, of 
Pennsylvania, presented a memorial of the 
Manufacturers’ club, of Philadelphia, ‘“‘repre- 
senting many millions of capital invested in 
American industries, and many thousands of 
workmen, earning American wages, in favor 
of prompt action on tariff legislation which 
shall check the importation of articles pro- 
duced by our own people.”” Referred. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Payson, of Illinois, in the chair, on 
the legislative appropriation bill, the pending 
question being on the motion of Mr. Dunnell, 
of Minnesota, to strike out the clause pro- 
viding clerks for senators. 

The motion to strike out was lost—85 to 87. 

Pending further discussion, described by 
Mr. Butterworth as “playful, *the committee 
rose, and the house at 5:35 adjourned.

The Davis Mansion to Be Set Aside as a 
Hallowed Building. 

RicHMoOnND, Va., April 23.—[{Special.]—The 
several committees of the city council, to 
whom were referred the petition of the Ladies’ 
Hollywood Memorial association, asking the 
use of the Jeff. Davis mansion for a museum 
for confederate relics, had a meeting this after- 
noon. The ladies were present, and Mr. Joseph 
Bryan acted as their spokesman. Representa- 
tives from the different veteran organizations 
and the chamber of commerce indorsed the 
move. The committee unanimously adopted 
a resolution directing the city engineer, 
the city attorney and the several com- 
mittees to look out for a site for a 
new school house, to take the place 
of this one to ascertain what a building will 
cost, and prepare an ordinance giving the 
ladies the use of the mansion. During the dis- 
cussion, it was stated that one room in the 
building will probably be dedicated to each 
confederate state, to be used for the preserva- 
tion of their relics. It was also intimated that 
an effort will be made to have the remains of 
Mr. Davis brought to Richmond, and buried 
in the old mansion.

Several New. Breaks in the Levees, and 
Water Overflowing the Lands. 

New Orveans, April 23.—A State’s Bayou 
Sara special says: Another break occurred 
last night in Pointe Coupee levee, and the 
entire Pointe Coupec front will be submerged. 
Water is pouring through the crevasses at 
Morganza and vicinity, and will overflow the 
greater portion of the country between the Atcli- 
apalaya and Mississippi rivers, and extending 
from the old river above to Bayou Lafourche 
below, embracing about 700 square miles of 
territory. No news yet received from the 
interior. of Pointe Coupee parish, but relief 
boats’ are taking careof all those who have 
reached the levees. As the critical condition 
of the levees has been known for some weeks, 
the hope is entertained that all have, ina 
measure, prepared for the worse, and that no 
loss Of life ‘will result from the creeks along 
the front. ; 


“THE END BLEW OUT. 


Fatal Boiler Explosion at Newcastle Mills 
—Three Men Killed. 

PittspurG, April 23.—A special from New- 
castle says: An explosion occurred at Etna 
mills this morning, three men being killed, 
six badly injured. Two will probably die. 
At 6 o’clock, while all the men were working, 
the fine end ofa big boiler collapsed with a deaf- 
ening roar, and in a moment the place was 
drenched with scorching steam. Full half an 
hour was lost before the injured men could be 
rescued, and the last dead body recovered. 
Those instantly killed were George Klingen- 

aith.amd John Welsh. Johnny Murphy could 
not be found for some time. His y was 
finally discovered in the fly-wheel pit, where 
it had been hurled and ground toa pulp. The 
injured were. mpg 8 Regan, terribly scalded ; 
L. Shiffnecker, badly hurt by flying debris and 
scalded; Joseph Kounds, arm broken and 
bruised; Johnny Meyers, burned. No cause 
has yet been given for the break of the boiler.

AN OLD GANG SPOTTED. 


The Arrest of Some Noted Criminals in 
Alabama. 

BrirRMINGHAM, Ala., April. 23.—[Special.]— 
J. N. Sigsby and his son, Will Sigsby, were 
arrested in Walker county yesterday on a 
charge of making and passing counterfeit 
money. The arrest proves to be a more im- 

rtant one than was at first supposed. The 

igsbys, it was learned today, are the last of 
the once famous Joe Bennefield band of coun- 
terfeiters and outlaws, who operated in Geor- 
gia, Tennessee and Alabama. This band 
made and passed thousands of dollars of coun- 
terfeit money, and killed six detectives who 
attempted to capture them at different 
times. Joe Bennefield is now serving a lon 

trin in prison, and several members of the ol 
pag fen dead. The Sigsbys were the last of 
the band lett. Some time ago Deputy United 
States Marshal Byers located Sigsby, and, 
representing himself as a fugitive from justice, 
obtained board at the old man’s house in the 
mountains. He gained the confidence of the 
old outlaw, and was soon invited to join in the 
work of making counterfeit dollars. Sigsby 
also asked the officer to join in blowing upa 
house with dynamite for the purpose of rob- 
bery. Themould used by the Sigsbys, which 
were the same used by Bennefield, were cap- 
tured, together with several hundred dollars 
of spurious coin. 


A SACK OF SCALPS. 


How County Commissioners Raised Their 
B le. 


Kansas City, April 23.—A Star’s Ulysses, 
Ky., special says: Investigation into the 
Official acts of the commissioners of this 
county had proceeded, yesterday, far enough to 
warrant their arrest and the arrest of others 
implicated in the county swindle.

In this way one sack was pre- 
sented over and -over again until bounty had 
been paid to the amount of $16,000 on a quarter 
of a million of scalps.

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THE BUILDERS’ STRIKE. 


CHICAGO CARPENTERS AND CON- 
TRACTORS STILL APART, 


IT IS CAUSING RENTS TO ADVANCE. 


Parties Having Serge Patidings in Course 
of Construction Pleading With the 
. Workmen ‘to Come to Terms. 


Cuicaco, April 23.—At the headquarters of 
the carpenters today, it was said the strike 
bids fair to last a couple of months. Its dura- 
tion, the strikers think, will depend on the 
time necessary for the new boss carpenters’ 
association to grow strong enough to employ 
seven-cighths of the strikers. The new 
organization secured some additions today, 
and now claims to be able to give work to 
over 4,000 men. The pressure on the striking 
carpenters by property owners whose buildings 
are unfinished, and who are suffering loss by 
delay, may result in some arrangement by 
which the carpenters’ council will undertake 
to do the work. 

It is said that the strike has already resulted 
in an increase of rents in the business districts. 
The mammoth office buildings which were to 
have been completed by June Ist, are now in 
an indefinite state as to the date of occupancy. 
Meanwhile, the business men who expected to 
occupy stores or offices in the new structures, 
find themselves obliged to remain in their old 
quarters, and in many instances at a much 
larger rent. The same condition applies to 
big apartment houses and their prospective 
tenants. President Gompers, of the Federa- 
tion of Labor, left for Detroit this morning. 
He will deliver an address there tonight. 

THE BRICK MAKERS. 

Tho situation among the strikers in fifty-odd 
brickyards, on the north side practically re- 
mains unchanged. In five yards the bosses 
have agreed to comply with the demands of 
the men, and work was resumed this morning. 
The trouble appears to be centered on the 
amount of brick which the bosses require to be 
madeinaday. The men demand that 7,000 
bricks, instead of 8,000, as formerly, be recog- 
nized as a day’s work, and they further ask an 
increase of fifty cents per day in wages. The 
men out are hand brick makers, in distinction 
from machine brick makers, who are paid on a 
different basis. 

THE NEW YORK CARPENTERS. 

New Yorx, April 23.—Bricklayers union, 
No. 7, of this city, appoints a committee to 
wait upon the heads of the different city de- 

artments and ask the same pay for city brick- 
we as outside men receive. The committee 
called upon the park commission at their 
meeting today and made a demand for a $4 
eight-hour rate for workmen, and $5 pay for 
inspectors. Their written demand was filed. 
At an informal conference, after the regular 
meeting, the delegation said to the park board 
that they asked union rates as their right. 
They numbered 5,500 American voters and

INTERFERING WITH A WILL. 


Heirs Who Do Not Want the Poor to Share 
With Them. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 23.—[Special,]—A 
decree in the case of E. A. Gill, vs. A. B. Gill, 
entered in the chancery court today, sets aside 
certain provisions in the will of the late Wil- 
liam H. Gill, of Texas. The large property of 
the deceased was located in Texas and David- 
son county, Tenn. Mr. Gill left his property 
by will to his wife and children, but provided 
that in case the children should die without 
heirs, the property should be left in trust to 
Bishop McTyeire, and the Catholic bishops of 
Nashville, for the benefit of the poor of Nash- 
ville and Davidson county. Thisclause of the 
will was contested, and in his decision today, 
Chancellor Allison held that it was null and 
void under the laws of Texas and Tennessee, 
and that it was a cloud upon the title of com- 
plainants and defendants. 


AFFAIRS IN BRAZIL. 


General Fonseca Determined to Maintain 
Peace. 

Rio Ds JANEIRO, March 26.—General 
Deodoro da Fonseca, head of the provisional 
government, says he is determined to deliver 
up the government to the legislative congress 
just as soon as possible, and that internal 
peace and order shall be maintained, let it cost 
what it may. 

From some words that the general and his 
ministers have let drop, it would seem that 
they are convinced of the necessity of remov- 
ing the capital from the metropolis, or the

THE FRENCH WERE DEFEATED 
In Their Fight With the Natives in 
Africa. 


Parts, April 23.—Official dispatches confirm 
the report of a French reverse in Dahomey. 
One white was killed and twenty native allies 
were wounded. Advices from Lagos state 
that the French garrison at Porte Novo, hav- 
ing been warned that the Dahomians were ad- 
vancing upon the place, sallied out to meet the 
enemy. The Dahomian army was met march- 
ing to attack Porte Novo, and a battle, which 
lasted two hours, took place. Five hundred 
of the Dahomians were killed and fifty 
Frenchmen were wounded. The advices make 
no mention of ahy French soldiers being killed. 


President Carnot to His People. 

Paris, April 23.—The train on which Presi- 
dent Carnot was traveling from Ajaccio, Cor- 
sica, was prevented from reaching Bastia on 
time by the derailment of the train preceding 
it. At Corte, thirty-one miles southwest of 
Bastia, President Carnot received the mu- 
nicipal authorities. He made an address in 
which he congratulated them that the dissen- 
sions in Corsica had. ended, and that only a 
French party united by patriotism remained. 
The track was finally cleared, and when the 
president reached Bastia he was welcomed 
an immense crowd. An Italian naval squad- 
ron was lying in the harbor which fired a salute 
in honor of the president.

Operative Warehouse in Griffin. 

Grirrin, Ga., April 23.—{Special.}—Put 
another bank down for Griffin. 

The last legislature granted the Farmers’ Co- 
operative company and oil mill of Griffin the 
power of adding a banking, investment, loan 
and trust company to their manufacturing in- 
vestment. Their object is to lend money to 
worthy farmers, so they can make cash pur- 
chases instead of having to deal on time. 

Of the organization the Morning Call of to- 
morrow will say the following: 

The company will have a thirty-ton oil mill, 
With capacity of $15,000 oil a week; a new 
ginnery, fire-proof and brick, which will gin 
and pack a bale of cotton in ten minutes; a 
guano mill and bone that will turn out 5,000 
tons of guano; an excellent electric plant, 
and waterworks capable of pesetccn | 10,600 
gallons of water anywhere on the buildings in 
@ moment’s notice; a seed house, costing over 
$1,500, and that will hold vast quantities of 
seed ; their phosphate lands and acid cham- 
bers, their lots down the railroad, the Tut- 
wiler and other property giving them a plant 
property and running capital to the amount 
of $90,000. 

It will be of great benefit to the farmers of 
middle Georgia and the merchants of Griffin, 
and wil! grow up into an institution of which 
all our people will be proud. It will take over 
$100,600 to handle its phosphate and guano, 
which amount the Griflin banks will largely 
furnish. 

Mr. Searcy, the president, is working up the 
financial features, and says he sees great suc- 
cess ahead for all who are fortunate enough to 
own stock in this valuable property.

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Henry Watterson’s Lecture. 

Tonight the Hon. Henry Watterson will 
deliver in DeGive’s opera house his lecture 
on ‘‘Money and Morals,” and the occasion 
is one which we hope to see our people of 
taste and culture take advantage of. Mr. 
Watterson is a journalist by profession, but 
he is something more. If he had never seen 
the inside of a newspaper office, his literary 
aptitude would have won him distinction. 
He isa man of affairs, whose ardent and 
restless temperament has been tempered by 
culture, a scholar of wide attainments and a 
humorist whose perception is keen enough 
to see to the core of human nature. 

Mr. Watterson, in his position as editor 
of the Courier-Journal, has done a great 
work for the south since the war, his pur- 
pose and his desires running parallel in some 
measure with those of the late Henry W. 
_ Grady. It was due to his influence that the 
first really important movement in opposi- 
tion to sectionalism was made after the war. 
He organized what was known among editors 
and politicians as the ‘‘Great Quadrilateral.”’ 
The combination was made up of Mr. Wat- 
terson, Mr. Halstead, Mr. Horace White 
and Mr. Whitelaw Reid—the Courier-Jour- 
nal, the Cincinnati Commercial, the Chicago 
Tribune and the New York Tribune. The 
Philistines and paragraphers of the press 
made all sorts of fun of the Quadrilateral, 
but there can be no doubt that the news- 
papers composing it exerted a tremendous 
influence on the public sentiment of the 
country. It drove sectional hate and preju- 
dice into a corner for the time, and their 
vicious manifestations have been less serious. 

Mr. Watterson’s work, however, did not 
end here. He has been one of the foremost 
champions of the south, defending this sec- 
tion and this people from the slanderous at- 
tacks of republican sectionalists with a felic- 
ity of style, an aptness of phrase, a power of 
argument and an intimate knowledge of the 
situation rarely approached among editorial 
writers. 

In his effortsto place the south fairly be- 
fore those who are prejudiced because they 
are ignorant, Mr. Watterson has not confined 
himself to the columns of his own journal, 
but has found opportunity to convey his 
views to the readers of the magazines and 
reviews. The current numver of the Cos- 
mopolitan magazine contains the first part 
of an article on the southern question, which 
promises to be the most elaborate and im- 
portant contribution that Mr. Watterson has 
made to the discussion of this subject. 

But we are not writing a sketch of the 
career of this distinguished publicist. It was 
our purpose merely to remark that Mr. Wat- 
terson deserves to have a large audience of 
Atlanta’s best people at the opera house to- 
night, and to say that those who go will not 
only be entertained, but charmed. 


A Model Rich Man. 

Editor George W. Childs, of the Phila- 
delphia Ledger, has done a good thing in 
permitting the publication, of his ‘‘Recollec- 
tions’’ in an attractive little volume. 

Mr. Childs is a self-made man, but he has 
never made that fact an excuse for rudeness 
or eccentricity He is a rich man, but he is 
as modest and unassuming as he was when 
he was a boy delivering goods in a wheel- 
barrow at a salary of two dollars a week, 

It is a pleasure to read the life story of 
this great and good man. It shows what 
brains, industry, temperance and frugality 
will do in such a country as ours. Mr. 
Childs is the head of a great newspaper; he 
is many times a millionaire, and he is the 
friend of many of the world’s most famous 
men and women, but his brightest qualities 
show to the best advantage when he is 
brought in contact with the poor and suffer- 
ing. He does not depend upon splendid 
charities to advertise him, or occasional do- 
nations to churches to win the good will of a 
certain class—his benevolence reaches out 
to everything that deserves it. 

‘In looking over this book one begins to 
mnderstand the secret of the man’s success. 
He has all his life been so wise, and just, 
and good to his fellow men that people love 
him, and are unconsciously leagued together 
to push and prosper his enterprises. 

The book should be read by the young 
men, and the old ones, too. 


They Know When They Have Enough. 

A correspondent of the New York Sun, 
referring to the recent conventions of ne- 
groes at Greensboro, N. C., and Richmond, 
Va., expresses the belicf that the negroes 
are now solidly united in the determination 
to stand aloof from the influence of the re- 
publican bosses, who have heretofore driven 
them like sheep to the political shearing, 
and that they have withdrawn their support 
from the party which has betrayed them to 
their undoing by violating its most sacred 
pledges to the negro. 

They have got so little for their labor and 
loyalty to the party inthe past, that they 
have decided to withhold their votes from it 
in future elections by way of retaliation; 
these votes wiH be missed, they say, and 
when inquiry develops the cause the repub- 
licans will ‘‘come to their senses’? and give 


~ ~ghe negro a showing. It is hinted that this 


abstention from voting the republican ticket 
will ultimately result in another ‘‘party,”’ 
modeled after the plan of the centrist faction 
‘n Germany. 

Whatever may be the result of this new 
move on the part of the riegroes of the south 
—if it shal] become general—one thing at 
Jeast is certain; they are everywhere awaken- 
ing to a realization of the fact that the party 
which has been driving them before it for 
_ the past twenty-five years—the party which 
brings fortune to the few and misery to the 
gpany—is unworthy of their suffrage; a party 
of promises, 
the negro 


political experience in the past which has | 


made him watchful for the future, and he 
grows wiser day by day. 

Whether the negroes form a party of their 
own or not, it is noticeable that democratic 
negroes are becoming more numerous, and 


the best and most intelligent element of the 


negro race is found in the democratic ranks. 
They can no longer trust their interests to 
the republicans, and what the latter will 
lose by the withdrawal of their votes must 
necessarily be a democratic gain. 


Two Cranky Stories. 

Some people in North Carolina still cling 
to the belief that the famous Marshal Ney 
was never really shot, but made his escape, 
and lived and died in the old north state as 
a country schoo! teacher. 


This is absurd enough, but the publication | 


of a recent special from Birmingham, Ala- 
bama, shows that people still take stock in 
the story of the assassin Booth’s escape, and 
believe him to be living somewhere under an 
assumed name. 

The members of the Ney family looked 
into the North Carolina story years ago, and 
declared that there was nothing in it.ggin 
the Booth case, the evidence that the right 
man was killed is overwhelming. Witnesses 
still living have more than once given their 
testimony, and there is nothing to show that 
they were untruthful or mistaken. 

But these two myths will have a long life. 
They may some day be received as history, 
and then, after patient investigation, disap- 
pear. People love mystery and romance. 
They love to imagine the improbable, and 
their fancies crystallize into legends. We 
have epidemics of history-making, when we 
strip William Tell, Columbus and Isabella 
of their glories, and give their honors to 
others. 
heroes only to shatter them when we are in 
the mood. 

So these startling yarns abeut Ney and 
Booth will have their run. Evidence and 
argument will have no weight with people 
who are determined to trust to their imagina- 
tion for their facts. 


A Sensible Libel Law. 

The new libel law-ust passed by.the New 
York senate is on the right line, and should 
be followed by every state. 

In substance the bill provides that any 
person who willfully states, delivers or trans- 
mits toa newspaper for publication fherein 
any libelous statement concerging any per- 
son or corporation, and thereby secures the 
actual publication of the same, is guilty of a 
mnisdemeanor. 

This statute strikes at the root of the evil. 
It relieves publishers of newspapers who have 
been imposed upon, and leaves the really 
guilty person to bear the blame and the pun- 
ishment. 

We need such a libel law. Our present 
statutes are based upon neither common 
sense nor justice.

Another Wanderer Returns. 

Mr. Charles P. Lane, of Alabama, who 
has been acting with the republicans for 
several years, writes a letter tothe Hunts- 
ville Mercury, in which he announces his 
intention of returning to the democratic fold. 

Since Mr. Lane has been acting with the 
republicans he has been in a position to 
diseover the true inwardness of the fraud, 
and he makes no bones of speaking out in 
meeting. He has acted with the republi- 
cans for nearly eight years, and during that 
time he says he has been in the predicament

Mr. Lane says truly that the republican 
party in the south is a fraternal 
national delegate-making machine, and 
has no other object.

The book concludes with letters from distin- 
guished Americans, and a sketch of Tar Ar- 
LANTA ConsTiITuTIon, to which Mr: Grady 
devoted the best years of his life. Thereisa 
good portrait of the deceased editor, and pic- 
tures of the home of his early days and his 
residence at Atlanta. The dedication is as 
follows: ' 

‘‘Looking forward to the realization of the 
lofty purpose that guided our messenger of 
peace and to the splendid climax of his hopes 
and aspirations, this memorial volume of the 
life and services of Henry Woodfin Grady is 
dedicated to the peace, unity and fraternity of 
the north and south and tothe progress and 
prosperity of a reunited country, with one flag 
and one destiny.” 

This admirable memorial is sure of a hearty 
reception at the south, where the brilliant and 
patriotic editor made himself wider and more 
favorably known than any young man of the

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JOHN GAVAN FOUND GUILTY OF RE- 
CEIVING STOLEN GOODS. 


A Compromise That Was Agreed to and 
Then Disagreed to—A Receiver Ap- 
pointed for 8. H. Phelan & Co. 


John Gavan, the auctioneer who bonght the 
books from Richard the Greek, was found 
guilty of receiving stolen goods in the superior 
court yesterday morning. 

Under the circumstances Mr. Gavan’s con- 
viction is more than ordinarily interesting. 

Last week he appeared in court and, after a 
conference with Solicitor Hill, agreed to have 
the case against him noll prossed upon pay- 
mentofcosts. — 

At the time Mr. Gavan ‘had given up all the 
books he had bought from Richard, and his 
appearance in court'to have the case settled 
before it was called for trial was voluntary. — 

The costs amounted to about forty dollars, 
and although Mr. Gavan thought he was doing 
all the losing in the transaction, having Fée- 
stored the 812 bodks he'paid five cents each 
for, being out some forty dollars in that way, 
he finally agreed to pay the costs and sever his 
connection with the case. 

This was last Friday. But when Richafé 
was paid out of jail on Monday, Mr. Gavan’s 
mind changed, and he: concluded to let his 
chances of acquittal without costs go into the 
hands of a jury. 3 

Tuesday he notified the solicitor of his de- 
cision, and the solicitor notified him in turn 
that his case would be called yesterday morn- 
ing. 

When court opened Mr. Gavan was there, 
with Colonel Hulsey, his attorney, and several 
witnesses, | 

Richard, the Greek, was one of them—an 
important one. 

Richard’s testimony, however, did not en- 
tirely exonerate Mr. Gavan from blame. 

When asked if the defendant knew that the 
books he sold him at five cents each had been 
stolen, Richard replied that naturally he had 
tried to prevent Mr. Gavan from discovering 
that fact. 

He referred to his own conviction of stealing 
the books. and said that he had represented 
himself to Mr. Gavan as a book agent. . 

Richard had carried the defendant twenty 
books at a time, the total number covering 4 
period of several months. 

Mr. Gavan’s auction house is‘in plaim sight 
of Orr’s book store, where Richard worked. 
The distance between the two places is not 
more than a half block. 

Mr. Gavan’s son was introduced. He stated 
that he had offered to give Richard fifteen 
cents apiece for certain books, and that he had 
been arrested in the act of taking these books 
from Mr. Orr’s store. 

The jury was out only a short time, when a 
verdict finding Mr. Gavan guilty of receiving 
stolen goods was agreed upon. 

Judge Clark reserved his sentence in the 
case. 

The offense of which Mr. Gavan is convicted 
isa misdemeanor, and the penalty is fine or 
imprisonment, one or both.

The receiver was appointed on application 
of B. T. Hatcher, attorney in fact for Mrs. 

An injunction, as prayed 
for, was also granted. 

In the application for receiver and injunc- 
tion, it is averred that 8. H. Phelan & Co. 
have in their possession $11,001.25, which be- 
long to the plaintiff, and which the defendant 
has refused to pay over to him, the said sum 
having been paid to the defendant in actual 
cash during the past six months as margins. 

Further, it is claimed that this money has 

been invested in the lease of certain telegraph 
lines, worth between $10,000 and $13,000. Also 
that it has been putin other property in Mrs. 
Palmer G. Phelan’s name, and that sheis a 
member of the firm of Phelan & Co., having 
furnished nominally moneyjto conduct its busi- 
ness, but which money was really Her ‘hus- 
band’s. 
The Capital se bank is alleged to be 
the depository of the assets of Phe- 
jan & Co, and it is claimed 
that the defendants are about to withdraw 
these assets and conceal them to avoid pay- 
ment of the plaintiff’s claim. 

Another charge is that the defendants are 
about to sell or sub-let the lease of télegraph 
lines now held by lease from the Western Union 
Telegraph company. 

An injunction was asked enjoining the Cap- 
ital City bank from paying out any assets it 
may have in its possession belonging to Phe- 
lan & Co., and enjoining the Western Union 
Telegraph company from a!tering or transfer- 
ring its lease contract with the defendant. 

Both injunctions were granted, as stated, 
and the receiver also appointed.

JOHNSON-CLARKE. 


A BRILLIANT WEDDING AT ST. 
PHILIP’S LAST NIGHT. 


An Event in Which All Atianta Evinced 
Great Interest—The Ceremony and 
the Keceptions. 


For many weeks society has been eagerly antic- 
ipating the wedding of two great favorites, Mr. 
Harvey Johnson and Miss Mande Clarke, which 
occurred last evening at St. Phillip’s church, and 
which was a most brilliant affair. 

The decorations of the church were very hand- 
some.

The attendants, Messrs. Will Inman, St. Julien 
Mavenel, Darwin Johnson, of Louisville; then 
Mr. Redwine, Mr. John Grant, Mr. Morris Bran- 
don, followed by Mr. Joe Orme, Mr. Quintard 
Peters and Mr. Jim McKeldin, immedi- 
ately preceded = the bridesmaids, who 
entered in the following order: Miss Inman, Miss 
Lily Orme, Miss Lollie Hammond; then Miss 
Julia Orme, Miss Marsh, Miss Janie Orme, Miss 
Addie Maude, Miss Sallie Grant, Miss Julia Lowry 
Clarke. Then came the bride and her two sisters, 
Miss Clarke and Miss Joan Clarke. 

Miss Clarke has been always considered one of 
Atlanta's most beautiful, as well as most popular 
social favorites,and never has her spiritual] beauty 
been seen to greater advantage. Her gown of 
faille, in princesse style, had its front of gossa- 
mer, embroidered mous selaine de soie, in soft 
folds. The low cut bodice and high demi-sieeves 
were finished with plain bands of wrought pearls ; 
the tulle veil was fastened with natural orange 
blossoms. Her large bouquet was of bride roses and 
lilies of the valley, and she carried also the ivory 
bound prayer book from which the ceremony was 
read. 

The maids of honor wore dainty gowns of crepe 
de chire, embroidered, Miss Clarke’s in yellow 
and Miss Joan Clarke's in delicate green. Their 
bouquets were of maiden-hair fern and daisies.

The 
great majority, however, are among strangers, 
who only know them by name, and it remains 
with the private citizens of Atlanta to enter- 
tain them. 

A committee on entertainment was appoint- 
ed when the arrangements for Memorial Day 
were first begun. Mr. W. A. Hemphill, the 
chairman of the committee, has twice issued 
an appeal requesting all those who were will- 
ing to entertain either one or more of the vis- 
itors to notify him what they were willing to 
do. He has not as yet received a single an- 
swer. 

The time has now arrived when some steps 
looking to the entertainment of the visitors 
must be taken, or else the guests of the city 
will arrive and have no place but a public 
hotel to enter. 

After this morning it will be too late to save 
the city from being placed in the position of 
having inviteda number of gentlemen to come 
here and then of having failed to take care of 
them. 

All may yet be arranged, however, if the 
people willing to entertain the visitors will 
come forward today and leave their names 
with Mr. W. A. Hemphill at THe Constitu- 
TION office. 

All the plans for the parade and for the care 
of the private soldiers who fought for the con- 
federacy are complete. And Atlanta will see 
the greatest crowd next Saturday that has 
ever gathered within her limits. 

New organizations are every day applying 
for positions in the parade. The Sons of Vet- 
erans held another enthusiastic meeting last 
night, and probably from seventy-five to one 
hundred young men, whose fathers were sol- 
diers twenty-five years ago, will be in line 
next Saturday.

NEW YORK, April 23.—The stock market was 
pot so broad today nor so active, especially in the 
unlisted departinent, while a more feverish tone 
marked dealings during the early portion of the 
Bay. The bears attempted to carry yesterday's 
afternoon’s decline further, and some slight de- 
pression was brought about in the first few min- 
ntes of business, but resistance to the downward 
“ movement was so strong that the pressure was 

goon removed and the market after material rally 
became dull, though the same steady and slow 
hardening of values continued until the close.
